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3 Workers Rebel Against 
the Law-Making Power. 


A Strike Unlike Any That Europe Has 
a Ever Seen Before. 


POPULAR UPRISING FOR THE EXTEN- 
SION OF THE SUFFRAGE. 


Meeting of 15,000 Workingmen Held To- 
Day in a Town Near Brussels—The 
Streets ofthe Capital Filled With An- 
arty Multitudes — Frequent Collisions 
With Police and Soldiers—The Dyna- 
mite Bomb Plays Its Part—France and 
Germany May Be Embroiled. 


BrvssEecs, April 18.—Last night passed by 
far more quietly than the authorities ex- 
pected, but nevertheless the outlook is still 
threatening. Dispatches from all parts of 
the kingdom inhabited by the working 
people bring disquieting news. Distirb- 
ances occurred in several places during the 
night, but there was no concerted attempt 
to rebel against the King. The movement is 
directed entirely against the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Ministers who oppose the 
workingmen’s demands for the right to vote 
when they reach legal age without any 
property qualification whatsoever. 

The King, it is known, isin fayorof a wide 
extension of the suffrage and the crowds of 
excited workingmen who are now demand- 
ing what they believe to be their right have 
nothing against him personally. Impartial 
observers ofthe situation readily find sym- 
pathy with the strikers. 

Belgium is, withthe exception of Russia, 
perhaps the only country where there is ab- 
solutely no law protecting the working- 
man from the greed of his em- 
ployer. The Belgian workingmen have 
seen within the past ten years their 
Drethren in other countries placed 
under the protection of special laws enacted 
for their benennt, and have seen employers 
held toa strict lability when these laws were 
violated. The Belgians have had nothing 
and the Bourgeoise class which rules the 
country evidently intend that they shall have 
nothing if they can prevent it. Hence in 
their desire to assert their manbood and 
secure their rights, the spectacle presents 
itsels of a gigantic strixe to obtain the right 
to elect representatives among the law 
makers. 

Were the strikers armed and disciplined 
there is no question that the industrial revo- 
jution now shaking the country would quick- 
ly become a bloody contest. As it is the 
strikers have in many instances routed the 
armed police, and have not hesitated to at- 
tack the soldiers.

numbering 43,647 men, and it will be seen that 
the disorganized mobs of workinsmen, only 
a few of whom possess weapons, have little 
chance of overthrowing the Government by 
resorting to attacks upon the troops. Yet 
with their passions inflamed by the words of 
their leaders the strikers do not hesitate to 
fight, and unless extreme steps are taken 
against them the trouble will result disas- 
trously to the trade and commerce of the 


country. 
THREATENING AT ANTWERP. 

In Antwerp the outlook is more threaten- 
ing than it was yesterday and this despite 
the fact that extraordinary military pre- 
cautions have been taken to preserve the 

ace. Amongthe more prominent of the 
agitators in Antwerpare anumber of Anar- 
chists. Ofthese, two, Fabry and Welters, 
have made themselves particularly obnox- 
fous to the police the day they were placed 
under arrest. 

The striking dock laborers began their dis- 
orderly Gemonstrations this morning. They 
took possession of the docks and 
marched along the water front, attacking 
the men who were at work, compell- 
ing many of them to quit. One captain ofa 
vessel from which the men had been driven 
away protested to the leaders of the rioters, 
whereupon the mob promptly stoned him 
and forced him to lee. The police in force 
were finally ordered to disperse the rioters. 
A short conflict ensued, during which the po- 
lice used their swords and revolvers, and 
finally the mob scattered. 

In Brussels the ferment continues with no 
sign of abatement. The streets are filled 
witb crowds of excited workingmen and a 
gentral feeling of uneasiness prevails. It 
was the intention of the strikers to holda 

4 demonstration to-day in the park at 
St. Gilles, two miles south of Brussels. This 
place bed been selected for the meeting in 
consequence of the order prohibiting demon- 
atrations in Brussels, but the instructions 
sent out last night by the Governor of the 
Province of Brabant have putacheck upon 
the proposed meeting. A strong force of 
troops is in possession of the park and the 
demonstration will not be allowed.

One stich meeting was held this morn- 
ing at Molenbeek, a short distance from 
Bruseels. Fifteen thousand workingmen as- 
sembied at this place and many incendiary 
speeches were made. The speakers pointed 
gut the wrongs under which the laborers, 
miners, mechanics, factory hands and 
mill operatives labor and called 
ca. them to assert their rights.

They were only successful after a desperate 
struggle, during whichtwo gendarmes and a 
great number of rioters were severely 
wounded. 

Mayor Buis was assaulted and seriously in- 
jared by a number of strikers while walking 
to his home. He had issued a proclamation 
prohibing public demonstrations. 

The dock laborers at Antwerp to the num- 
ber of 1,000 quit work yesterday. Some of 
the dock laborers who refused to join the 
movement were roughly used. The police 
took a hand and as both sides were armed, a 
large number were injured. The govern- 
ment has called out the troops and some 
45,000 soldiers willbe mobilized against the 
strikers. 

Last night the strikers erected barricades 
in the streets of Antwerp, from behind 
which they fired upon the soldiery and police. 
Ten combined charges were made by the 
authorities upon the barricades before the 
enemy were finally dislodged. 

THE LEGISLATORS MAY YIELD. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day M. Beer- 
naert, the Premier, congratulated the 
gendarmes and the civic guard on 
their success in coping with dis- 
order. The Government would guarantee, 
M. Beernaert declared, to maintain order. 

The Premier intimated that the report on 
proposals for the revision of 
the constitution would be de- 
bated to-morrow. M. Demou at once arose 
and proposed that the chamber should not 
wait until to-morrow, but should suspend its 
sitting in orderthat the reports should be 
made ready forimmediate presentation and 
then assemble again at once to discuss the 
reports. 

Tothis proposition the Chamber agreed. 
The agreement appeared tobe hastened by 
the presence of an enormous throng of people 
who crowded the precincts of the Chamber 
evidently very much excited on the subject of 
universal suffrage and resolute that there 
should be no delay in considering that sub- 
ject. The approaches to the chamber were 
strongly guarded to prevent violence from 
being done to obnoxious members. 


FRANCE AND GERMANY. 

Paris, April 18.—Events in Belgium are 
watched with the deepest interest in France. 
Frenchmen believe that a republic is the 
manifest destiny of the little monarchy. An- 
other cause of interest, if not anxiety, here 
is the accepted fact that a revolution in Bel- 
gium is almost sure to embroll France and 
Germany before the end comes. Here is the 
way it would come about: 

There exists, itappears, a treaty between 
Germany and Belgium by which Germany 
has undertaken to re-establish order in Bel- 
gium if the Belgians are unable to do it 
themselves. Prussia would immediately 
occupy Liege and the neighDoring fortress. 
The reason of this intervention is that 
the laboring districts of Rhenish Prus- 
sia and Belgium would be a 
real danger to the Prussian monarchy. 
B at France would never permit the inter- 
vention of any Prussian army in Belgium. 
Ifa single Prussian soldier entered Belgium 
France would immediately enter from her 
side. This would be war on the Franco-Bel- 
gian frontier, whichis too open for France 
to allow any attack upon Belgian neutrality. 
It would be a question over which the French 
public would lose their heads,and 
Decome necessary not only from a political 
but from a popular point of view. 


CAUSE OF THE REVOLT. 


THE BELGIANS WANT UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE IF 
NOT A REPUBLIC. 

The riots in Belgian cities are revolt 
against the action of the National Legisla - 
tare in rejecting the bill granting the right 
of universal suffrage. For some time 
Parliament has been discussing pro- 

changes in the constitu- 
the most important of which 
were the extension of the right 
suffrage and the referendum. The latter isa 
proposition made by the Conservatives. It 
also met the approbation of King Leopold. It 
is identical with the Swiss plan. The referen- 
dum authorizes the King 
cases to consult the people be- 
fore signing or vetoing acts 
of Parliament. By the referendum 
the whole voting population of the country 
world be invited to decide by ballots inscribed 
**yes’’ or ‘‘no’’ whethera particular meas- 
ure should be vetoed. This right, like all the 
other functions of royalty in Belgium, would 
of course hy exercised on the advice of the 
responsible Ministers. 

It was by the referendum that the Belgian 
Conservatives hopedto safeguard the State 
against the assaults of socialism, which 
under universal suffrage might easily gain 
the upper hand in Parliament. While the 
Socialists and the working classes have de- 
manded universal suffrage they have not 
championed the referendum. 

The legislative power of Belgtum is com- 
posed of three branches—the King,the House 
of Representatives and the Senate. The 
electoral basis for the two Houses is the cens 
tax, and the constitution provides that the 
electoral cens cannot be less than 20 florins. 
It results from this constitutional provision 
that the number of general electors is very 
limited, only about 180,000 out of a population 
ofnearly 6,000,000, This proportion is unani- 
mously admitted by all political parties in the 
country to be far too small in view of the de- 
velopment, intelligence, education and 
political capacity of the people as compared 
with other nations. 

The framers of the present Belgium Oonsti- 
tution called themselves Liberals, but they 
were men of even more moderate and cau- 
tious views than their English and French 
conteniporaries. In their eyes the parlia- 
mentary franchise needed to be more cir- 
cumscribed than it was in the United King- 
dom after the Reform act of 1882, or in France 
after the accession of Louis Philippe. 
They accordingly bestowed the suffrage on 
only a very small fraction of the adult 
male population, and the right of vot- 
ing has remained circumscribed by the 
saine narrow limits. Hitherto it has 
proved impossible to secure electoral reform 
becanse the Conservatives have seemed m- 
exorably opposed to any change whatever, 
while the Liberals, once powerfulunder the 
leadership of Mr. Frere-Orban, were unable 
to agree upon a programme. The Radicals, 
who, as it turned out, contributed almost 
the whole voting strength of the Liberal 


universal suffrage, but this M. Frere-Orban 
has steadfastly, infexibly refused to sanc- 
tion. He over 80 years old, and his conception 
of electoral qualifications has been scarcely 
modified in half a century. He 
does not want to enfranchise the ur- 
ban proletariat on the one hand, or the 
peasantry on the other. The utmost he has 
Deen willing to concede is a diminution of 
the property restrictions on the right of vot- 
ing, andthe recognition of certain educa- 
tional qualifications. His obstinacy on this 
point has led to the disruption, and, in fact, 

virtual extinction of the old Liberal party, 
only a handful of members being returned to 
the nt Chamber as supporters of the 
former chiefof the Belgian Liberals. The

SENT TO JAIL. 


An English Dowager Duchess Im- 
prisoned for Contempt. 


She Burned a Document She Had Been 
Permitted to Inspect. 


THE COURT DID NOT CONSIDER HER 
EXPLANATION TRUE, 


And Was Not Satisfied With an Apology— 
The Widow of the Duke of Sutherland 
Goes to Holloway for Six Weeks in 
Spite of Tears and Her Friends’ Indig- 
nation—Her Stepson’s Counsel Says the 
Verdict Is Most Just. 


Lonrpon, April 18.—The dowager Duchess 
of Sutberland was to-day committed to Hol- 
loway prison under sentence of imprison- 
roent for six weeks imposed by Sir Francis 
Jeune, President of the Court of Probate, for 
contempt of court. Notwithstanding that 
the imprisonment ofa British Duchess in a 
common jail is probably unprecedented in 
Engiand, the affair did not excite any great 
surprise among the public and it had been 
anticipated that the court would take severe 
action in view of the fagrant contempt with 
which the Duchess was charged. The name 
of he dowager Duchess is Mary Caroline and 
she was a widow at the time of her marriage 
to the lata Duke or Sutherland, her previous 
husband having been Arthur Kindersley 
Blair. 

She was the younger daughter of the late 
Rev. Mitchell, D. D., principal of Hartford 
College, Oxford. The late Duke himself was 
a widower at the time of the marriage and 
had childrenand grandchildren, the eldest 
surviving child being the present Duke of 
Sutherland. 

The first wife of the late Duke of Suther- 
land died Nov. 25, 1888. The late Duke was 
at the time acquainted with Mrs. Blair, the 
present dowager Duchess, and this acquaint- 
ance rapidly ripened when the late Duke be- 
came a widower. The late Dukeand Mrs. 
Blair were married in Florida during a visit 
to America on the 4th of March, 1889. 

The news ofthe marriage was received 
with disappointment by the present Duke 
and the other surviving children of the late 
Duke, forone of whom, named Alexander, 
the Princess of Wales had been sponser. 

The late Duke died Sept. 22 last year, aged 
63 years, leavinga will highly favorable to 
the Duchess. This will was contested by the 
present Duke, and proceedings have been 
carried on with much bitterness. On Satur- 
day last, in the Court of Probate, before Sir 
Francis Juene, the counsel for the present 
Duke asked that a writ of attachment be is- 
sued against the dowager Duchess on the 
ground that, having obtained an order to in- 
spect certain papers, she had deliberately 
placed in the fre a document which under 
the order she was permitted to inspect. 

When the case came up to-day an ada vit 
was presented in behalf of the Duchess set- 
ting forth that the document which she had 
burned was a private letter written to her by 
her iate husband before marriage, that she 
bad not thought it any harm to destroya 
document of that character, and she closed 
by offering an apology to the court. 

Sir Francis Jeune commented in the sever- 
est manner on the action of which the 
Duchess had been guilty. Hesaid that it 
was evident that the destruction of the doc- 
ument had been deliberately planned and 
that it was effected by violence and deceit. 
An apology was proper tor such an act, but 
the accused could not do anything but apol- 
Ogize. Moreover, since the injury and 
wrong were now irreparable an apology 
could only be regarded as a somewhat easy 
method of atonement. 

Further, it had been shown that when she 
destroyed the latter she said it was a letter 
from her to the late Duke. Now she said the 
reverse—that it was a private letter from the 
late Duke to her. Justice Jeune added that 
he was unable to say which statement was 
true; but the action of the dowager Duchess 
—— destroyed the possibility of believing 

er. 

Justice Jeune hinted thatthe inferences 
Grawn from the incident might heavily 
prejudice her cause. 

Justice Jeune then imposed the sentence of 
six weeks’ imprisonment for contempt of 
court and sentenced her to pay a fine of £250. 

She was awaiting the disposition of the 

Case in the barristers’ consulting room. 
There was a great scene when her friends 
communicated the sentence to her. The 
Gowager Duchess and the friends around 
shed tears and exhibited great indignation, 
Her solicitors had been prepared forthe re- 
sult and in expectation of the decision that 
was delivered they hada carriage in wait- 
ing. She hurried into the carriage and ac- 
companied by her solicitors rode offat once 
to Holloway Jail, thus depriving the tipstaff 
of the court of the unique experience of serv- 

ing a committal order upon a Duchess, At 

Holloway Jail she was taken in and lodgedas 
a first-class offender. 

When the news of the decision was carried 
to the present Duke of Sutherland he re- 
ceived the announcement without emotion, 
remarked, very well, and dispatcheda 
messenger to his solicitor. 

Ernest Herbert, solicitor for the present 
Duke of Sutherland, deniedin an interview 
that the sentence was harsh. The Dowager 
Duchess, he said, had obtained permission 
to inspect documents in the possession of the 
court and had destroyed one of those docu- 
ments. It wasimpossible to say what the 
contents of the document were. They had 
only the word of the Dowager Duchess to the 
effect that the contents were of a private 
character. They might have been material 
to the testamentary disposition of the case.

SOUTH AMERICAN LIFE, 


THE ASSASSIN CALLS UPON HIS 
VICTIM AND I8 DEFILED. 


PaNaMa, Colombia, April 18.—Gen. Varea, a 
notorious Peruvian, has been here for the 
last two weeks. Itis believed that his mis- 
sion here was to assassinate ex-President 
Pierola of Peru, who is staying in Panama 
directing a movement from here to cause a 
revolution in Peru and restore him to the 
Presidency. 

Varea, dis as a beggar, visited 
Pierola and told him his mission was to assist 
him in returning him to his own country. 
Pierola told him he knew his mission was to 
assassinate him, but he did not fear him. He 
dared Varea and the men who had sent him 
on his mission to do the worst. Varea wept 


be a failure, he to-day embarked on a vessel 
pound for Peru. 

Varea, it is sald, has committed many po- 
litical ‘crimes in Peru. Pierola is closely 
watched by detectives. 


PART OF THE HOHENZOLLERN PALACE BURNED. 

BERLIN, April 18.—A fire broke out last night 
in the eastern wing of the Honenzollern pal- 
ace at Siegmaringemn and didan immense 
amount of damage before the flames were 
extinguished. The palace standsona rock 
rising abruptly from the Danube and it was 

extremely difficult to get sufficient water to 
the hight altitude of the palace. The fire 
burned throughout the night, and that part 
ofthe structure known as the Fuerstenbau 
was completely gutted. The palace contained 
a great number of priceless works of art, 
and many of these were destroyed. 


THE ARMENIAN CHRISTIAN BAITING. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 18.—H.R. Newberry, 
Secretary of the American L*gation in this 
city, has returned from Cesarea and Marso- 
van. Mr. Newberry has investigated the 
Christian persecution by the Mohammedans 
and believes the Turkish authorities have 
acted rightinthe premises. He has induced 
the Grand Vizier to release 600 of the 900 
rioters arrested. 


WILL BANKRUPT DAVITT.

THE CANADIAN VIEW. 


What an Arbitration Court Rant 
Means on the Other Side. 


TORONTO, April 18.—A special from Ottawa 
to the Empire (Gov ernment organ) says: Ex- 
Secretary of State J, W. Foster’s boast that 
the United States has scored a great point 
before the Behring Sea Court of Arbitration 
in securing a decision not to admit for the 
present the supplementary report presented 
by Great Britain, islaughed at here. It is 
stated in official circles that the report which 
has been the cause of so wuch 
discussion before the arbitrators 
is that turnished by J.M.MacCoun of the geo- 
logical survey. Mr. MacCoun was sent to 
Pribylof® Islands and remained there the 
whole of last summer for the purpose of not- 
ing the habits of the seals, and to see if his 
observations were confirmatory of those 
made by Dr. Dawson and Sir Geofge Baden 
Powell in the summer | 1891. 

Mr. MacCoun’s i was backed up by 
affidavits obtained by Commissioner Sher- 
wood ofthe Dominion police, from experi- 
enced sealing captains who make their head- 
quarters at San Francisco. The fact thatthe 
Arbitration Court gave simply a tentative 
refusalto admit Mr. MacCoun’s report and 
will allow it to de used in argument is a 
strong point for the British contention. It is 
generally believed that the Americans were 
anticipating its total rejection. 

It is not alittle singular that during the 
whole of the time that Mr. MacOoun was at 
Pribyloff last summer the Americans had ten 
or eleven observers there, Either the result 
of their investigations had not been satisfac- 
tory or else counsel for the United States 
Government is holding back their report for 
the purpose of using it in argument. In that 
case they will simply be on the same footing 

as counsel for Great Britain.

TO TRT REV. BRIGGS. 


Cc issioners to Be Appointed at the 
St. Louis Presbytery Mceting. 


The St. Louis Presbytery meets in annual 
seession at West Church, Maple and Mary- 
ville avenues to-hight, and to-morrow will 
name its two ministerial and 
two lay commissioners to the 


General Assembly of the church which con- 
venes in Washington, D. C., in a few weeks. 
Interest attaches to the choice of these com- 
missioners, because they will have a vote 
in the decision of the famous Briggs 
case, which comes up again this year before 
the General Assembly. The St. Louis Presby- 
temfans have been very conservative in this 
well-known heresy case, and have 
avoided the expression of positive opinions 
one way or the other, but the issue is now 
so sharpiy defined that they will have to 
show their colors in to-morrow’s Presbytery. 
The fact that there is said to be a division of 
opinion in the Presbytery lends to 
the curiosity which prevatiis as to the issue 
of to-morrow’s election. There are ffty- 
three ministers inthe St. Louls Presbytery 
charges, includ- 
of South- 
Missouri Hot Springs, 
Among the towns which belong to the 
St. Louls Presbytery are Pacific, Washington, 
Poplar Bluff, Ironton, De soto, Webster 
Groves, Kirkwood, Marble Hill, Kimms- 
wick, Salem, Ferguson, Cuba, St. Charles, 
and Rolla. Each church will havea rep- 
resentative in the Presbytery, and all the 
ministers are ex-officio delegates. 
The status of the Brigzs case, 
which will probably occasion discussion 
to-morrow is hard to outline on account of 
the several years of ecclesiastical litigation 
through which it has passed. Dr. 
Briggs at present stands 
by the New York Presbytery o 
charges of heresy preferred against him. 
The Prosecuting Committee has appealed 
fromthe decision of the Presbytery tothe 
General Assembly and the anti- Briggs party 
will make a haad fight to have the 
supreme body in the church pass 
upon the merits of the case, 
confident that the General Assembly will sus- 
end Dr. Briggs fromthe ministry when the 
ssue is made. The friends of Dr. Briggs, 
on the other hapd, will strive to pre: 
vent the General Assembly taking ac- 
tion, and will endeavor to have 
the case sent before the Synod of New York, 
which is the tribunal next above the Presby- 
tery of New York.

JOE PRITCHARD CONVICTED. 


Sentenced to One Year in Chester Peni- 
. tentiary for Bigamy. 

The trial of Joseph F. Pritchard, the well- 
Known writer for base ball papers, who was 
charged with bigamy, took placein the St. 
Clair County Circuit Courtat Belleville yes- 
terday, resultingina verdict of guilty being 
returned by the jury and a sentence of one 
year in the penitentiary being imposed. 


Pritchard was indicted in the summer of 
1892, arrested in thiscity and put in jail at 
Belleville, being subsequently released on 
bail. In January of the present year he 
forfeited his bond, but was afterwards taken 
to Belleville and placed in jail where he re- 
mained until his trial yesterday. 

The evidence in the case showed 
that on April 6, 1892, at Belleville, 

Joseph Ferguson Pritchard and Miss Vir-

BROKE THE RECORD. 


Mr. Cleveland Surpasses Mr. Harrisen as 
an Appointer of Officials. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. April 18.—A comparison 
of the work and duration of the extra ses- 
sions called at the beginning of the late Ad- 
ministration and the commencement of Mr. 
Cleveland’s first presidential term is inter- 
esting. Contrary to the general prevailing 
opinion itis found that Mr. Cleveland, in 
the session which has just closed, has broken 
the record and made more appointments to 
office than any of his predecessors, exceed- 
ing the appointments of Mr. Harrison during 
the same time by more than twenty-five. 
The extra sessions of 1885 and 1889 adjourned 
on April, while the recent session continued 
until April 15. . 

In the matter of the appointment of United 
States Ministers to foreign powers Mr. Har- 


rison took the lead, appointing twenty-two 
out ofthe total of thirty-five, while Mr. 
Cleveland nominated at his first term seven- 
teen and witbdrew one, and at his last term 
sixteen. It is noticeable that twoof the im- 

ortant placess—Russia and Italy—have not 

een filled, nor did Mr. Cleveland fill the 
former during his first term until after the 
recess had begun. 

In 1885 Mr. Cleveland appointed the Minis- 
ters to the following powers: Denmark, 
Netherlands, Peru, Turkey, Japan, Mexico, 
Brazil, Italy, Russia, Portugal, France, 
Hawall, Sweden and Norway, Great Britain, 
Germany and Chill. His nominee to Russia 
was Mr. A. R. Lawton, but his name was 
withdrawn from the Senate and not returned. 
This left sixteen nominations for places of 
this rank, and it is an incident worthy of no- 
tice that exactly that same number have 
been filled this time, but not,to the same 

wers. 

During the session just ended Mr. Cleveland 
nominated and the Senate confirmed Minis- 
ters to the following countries: Austria- 
Hungary, Belgium, Chill, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Guatemala and 
Honduras, Greece, Roumania and Servia, 
Japan, Mexico, Nicaragua, Costa Rica and 
Salvador, Peru, Switzerland, Spain and 
Turkey. 

Mr. Harrison nominated and the Senate 
confirmed the Ministers to the following 
countries: Brazil, Colombia, Corea, Den- 
mark, Chill, Austria-Hungary, Peru, Portu- 
gal, Great Britain, Central American States, 
Spain, Italy, France, Russia, Mexico, Japan, 
Venezuela, Sweden and Norway, Nether- 
lands, Belgium and Switzerland. He also 
nominated Mr. Murat Halstead of Ohio to be 
Minister to Germany, but the Senate rejected 
the nomination. This made a total of twenty- 
one nominations confirmed. 

During his first term Mr. Cleveland sent to 
the extraordinary session of the Senate the 
names of ten of his nominees for consuls and 
consuls-general; Mr. Harrison four, and 
at the last session Mr. Cleveland got rid of 
twenty-three such appointments, Although 
Mr. Cleveland leaped away ahead of hs 
previous record in the appointment 
of postmasters, he did not come 
up with the record made by his 
predecessor, and that, too,notwithstanding 
there have been a large number of offices re- 
cently raised tothe dignity of presidential 
offices. In 1885 Mr. Cleveland named 6 such 
postmasters, and this year 118. Mr. Harrison 
found time to install 156 Republicans before 
the Senate got away. 

In the other departments of the Govern- 
ment the nominations acted upon oy the 
Senate in extra session were as here indi- 
cated: Treasury, Mr. Cleveland, first term, 
15; second term, 48; Mr. Harrison, 19. Heads 
of departments and assistant secretaries, 
Mr. Cleveland, first term 15; second term 
19; Mr. Harrison 18. Military and War, Mr. 
Cleveland, first term, 22; second term, 15; Mr. 
Harrison 1. Navy and Navy n Mr. 
Cleveland, first term 18; second term 14; Mr. 
Harrison, 4. Judicial, Mr.Cleveland,first term 
6; second term 34; Mr. Harrison, 28. 

Mr. Harrison appointed eighteen men to 

office in the Interior Department, including 
the governors and secretaries of the Terri- 
tories, some of which became States during 
his Administration; and from the State De- 
partment sent in the names of thirteen offi- 
cials, the majority being delegates to the 
American Republics Congress. 
From the Interior Department Mr. Cleve- 
land this time sentinthe names of thirteen 
officials and from the State Department but 
three. In Mr. Cleveland's first term he had 
nine nominations unacted upon, withdrew 
one and had two rejected. This time he 
withdrew one and had seven left out without 
action by the Senate. Mr. Harrison withdrew 
three of his nominees, had two rejected, and 
the Senate adjourned without acting on nine 
others.

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THE BELGIAN EMEUTES, 


The disturbances in Belgium, which 
have kept the little Kingdom in an uproar 
for ten years do not spring from industrial 
but political causes. They are not strikes, 
but revolts—protests against an iniquitous 
oligarchy which arrogantly holds all poli- 
tical power and limits the suffrage to a 
very small fraction of the population. 
Under the property qualification there are 
only 130,000 voters, or about one-thirteenth 
of the total adult male population. 

The consequences of this hard restriction 
is the establishment of an oligarchy com- 
posed of a handful of wealthy aristocrats 
who own the land and capital’ of the 
country. They know quite well that their 
hold on power depends upon their hold on 
wealth and that their hold on wealth de- 
pends upon privileges which might be 
abolished by the democracy should uni- 
versal suffrage be granted. 

On the other hand we see very clearly 
that such an oligarchical rule cannot but 
be accompanied by faction quarrels, riots, 
luxury, corruption and misery. The career 
of all such systems of government may be 
thus summed up, and the end of them all 
is revolution. It is impossible for a com- 
munity so governed to be really prosperous 
no matter how much wealth may be piled 
up for the use of the privileged class. 

The excesses of democracy are many and 
conspicuous, but it will generally be found 
that they spring from an imperfect under- 
standing of the art of government rather 
than from an innate incapacity of the 
individual for self-control. People cannot 
be wise and good in political or economic 
slavery. They must have perfect freedom 
and experience will teach them how to 
order their private lives and public affairs. 
As it has been well and often put the rem- 
edy for the evils of democracy lies in more

TO SHOOT OR NOT TO SHOOT! 


The Black-Donovan scandal, which is 
the sensation of the hour in the social cir- 
cles of St. Joseph, suggests, or perhaps it 
would be more accurate to say revives, the 
interesting question; What should a man 
do when he discovers that his wife is 
faithless? 

It was stated in one of the dispatches 
from St. Joseph giving an account of 
the scandal that Mr. Black lest 
public sympathy because, having found 
his wife with her lover in her bed- 
chamber he peacefully withdrew to con- 
sulta lawyer. It will be remembered that 
when Edward Parker Deacon shot Abeille 
in his wife’s room the cable dispatches 
stated that he was condemned by public 
sentimentin France. Here then we have 
the two opposite cases of a husband who 
offended public sentiment by shooting his 
wife’s paramour and another who offeaded 
it by failing to shoot or inflict physical 
violence upon him. 

Opinions on the subject apparently vary 
as widely as social conditions and the cir- 
cumstances of different cases. Some 
deprecate personal violence under any 
provucation of this kind on various 
theories. One pleads the common sense 
view that a faithlesa wife is not worth the 
shedding of blood. Another stands on 
the ground that no one’s honor can’ be 
stained by another’s act, and still others 
adhere to the theory that love cannot and 
should not be coerced, and that personal 
vengeance for conjugal wronge arises from 
the ancient and erroneous idea of a man’s 
ownership of his wife. 

The extreme of the complacent view is 
suggested by the story of the Frenchman 
who, finding his wife and her lover in the 
wife’s boudoir, withdrew with an apology, 


but afterwards upbraided the woman er’ 


her carelessness. ‘‘Madam,’’ said he, 
„yu should be more careful. Suppose 
some one besides myself had discovered 
you—what a scandal there would have 
been“ |

advised the accused husband to put a load 
of buckshot into the despoiler of his home. 
Thereupon the Judge on the bench asked 
that another Judge be appointed, confess-

two loads of buckshot into the offender. 
Ot course it is recognized that circum- 
stances alter cases, and that in many cases 
either the wife is not worth fighting for or 
the husband has forfeited ground for vio- 
lence of even complaint by bis own con- 
duct. In the main, however, it must be 
confessed that the opinion in St. Joseph 
fairly reflects publie sentiment in this 
country. It frowns upon complacency 
under marital wrongs, and even condemns 
failure to vigorously resent the invasion of 
the home and the violation of its sanctity 
by a base intrigue cousummated under 
the shadow of the household gods. It 
allows for the natural resentment 
over the deception praeticed and the 
humiliation and injury inflicted to the ex- 
tent of justifying violence, especially at 
the moment of such a shocking discovery 
as that made in his own house by the St. 
Joseph husband, 

In the analysis of calm deliberation 
no justification in law or mor- 
ality can be found for the personal 
vengeance plan of righting matrimonial 
wrongs. But this much may be said, if 
not in defense at least in extenuation of it, 
that it indicates regard for honor and con- 
jugal fidelity and is most popular where 
social conditions are purest. It may bea 
relic ofgavagery, but it has that saving 
grace.

“THE FENCING MASTER.“ 


An Admirable Performance by Miss 
Tempest and a Strong Company. 

The performance of the comic opera, The 
Fencing Master,“ by De Koven and Smith, 
at the Grand Opera-house was a most excel- 
lentone. The opera belongs to the higher 
order ofcomic operas, and while scarcely 


in all respects equal to Robin Hood,’’ is 
decidedly above most productions of its 
class. The music is notably good, although 
not of what may be called the catchy order.

This race must have been 
run on its merits, as far as the Cushing &

famous Tennessee Derby at Memphis. 
His performance on tbis occasion caused 
the knowing ones to figure out 
that if he could walk away from 
his feld, ordinary though it was, how much 
better must Boundless be, to say nothing of 
Lookout, who had been reserved all the 
while. This son of Troubadour and Chris- 
tina went tothe post for the firsttime this 
season at Memphis yesterday in the Gibson 
stake handicap at one mile, and with 118 up 
simply walked away froma field that included 
Buck McCann, Oliver, Revenue and others, 
covering the distance in 1:42%, the best per- 
formance ever made at the track by a 8-year- 
old. This achievement stamps the colt as a 
good one sure enough, and the talk around 
the local turf resorts last night and this 
morning was lock out for Lookout’’ at 
Louisville and Chicago. The colt earned 
nine brackets out of twenty starts last 
season. His winnings aitogether amounted 
to some $5,590 in stakes and purses.
